1 . The amendments of 10/24/2005 have been entered in full. Claims 17 and 21-24 are under 
examination.

4. Rejection of Claims 17 and 21-24 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement is maintained. Applicant's arguments filed 10/24/2005 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The amendments and arguments fail to 
address several major points made in the rejection. Problems concerning the appropriateness 
of the sole working example, the nature of the drug, problems with loading and release of 
drugs of various chemical classes, and histocompatibility still remain.
